I'lie resolution offered Tue>ilay by Mr. 
Culloin alxaii the traiisitortation of iner 
ciiandise in bond over the Canadian Pa- 
cific road went over without .aetion. 

The sella r«f bill subjectin;.' inijiorted 
liquors to the laws of the sevi ral states 
was affain taken np. and Mr. Morgan 
made an ar;,niinent a^aiuf^t its constitu- 
tionality. He did not think that it 
was in tlie cuntemplaitiou of the 
franiers of the constitution that 
the Hiates of the American Union 
thronu'h their lejfi^latnres and their pow- 
ers of sovereignty, should lie called uiwii 
HH iustruinentalities of law making by 
the coiigros.s uf the United States: Tho 
functions of the state were neoeRsarily 
coiitined in the constitution to those 
inatt<>r^ exjire'.wlj' reserved to them, and 
to those matters over which they had 
oriudnal jnris<liction and power at the 
time they coiiHented to the formation of 
the tire-cnt union. 

Whenever tliat doctrine was dislodfj^ed 
in re.s)H < t of snch matters as the senate 
was 111 V. ( ' iisidering, congress would 
have eut«'re<l on a ionniey which, win n 
finishcil, wonld find the country a con- 
Holidattnl eini)ire. He did nut Kdieve in 
any legislation of a general cbaracter by 
congreM that had a local and jwculiar 
oivniticn. Uniformity of legislation 
wtui n i)ri>re4inisite, but a bill now be- 
fore the senate could not p>ssibly have 
a general and uniform lu-aring among 
the stfites. The riuht of free ingress 
aud »>Kre»is of the( iii/ens f)f one state 
into and from another state, aud the 
right of fre<- traffic with each other, 
WH« the very life bUxul of siK-iety. The 
pending bill was one to enable a state to 
interfere, by its legislation, with the 
right of it« jieople to use ardeut apirits. 
That might not Im? a valnnbl* right. It 
might lie oue that ought to l>e retained 
by law. He believed that if tbe supreme 
court IiM<l t;iken from the l>eginning a 
proiH-r view of the tiuet-rtou, tliero 
wotild ut)t have been the slightest diffi- 
culty in according to thestattisthe full 
assuuiing of tlieir police powers fur tbe 
control of the tramo and ase of intoxi- 
cants. 

He. for one, shotdd not give his vote 
to enable any state legislature to 1>ecome 
a legLslativc tribunal to carry out (like a 
territorial legislature) under the con- 
sent of coiigu'ss rights which be? tliou^iht 
it had under the < oiistitution. There 
WHS no necessity for haste in the mat- 
ter, unless thern might be some jH-cnliar 
lM)litical necessity about which he was 
not informed. He believed that the 
siiter and wiser jMilicy wiw to defeat the 
bill, either by its indetinite jsiBtpoue- 
ment or in some otlier way. 

Mr. Faullcner exjiresseil himself as in 
favor of doiu}; something, of passing 
some bill that wu'.ild relieve the situa- 
tion which nie.v c. iiitronteil congress. 
Tile question had been discussed as if it 
atlVcteil lowa and other prohibitory 
stales, but it atTected all those states in 
wlii<-h tlie Hyst.mis of hieli license and uf 
local optiiiu iirevaikMl. If he understood 
correctly the decision of the suinvme 
court it involved the question whetluT 
or not a state could collect a revenue 
from tlie li( ensu system or could ijermit 
its I iii/eiis t<i have local option or could 
iirohiliit the trartic in intoxicating 
Iiiiuors. He, him.self. believed, as tlie 
people of his state did, that the high 
license sy tem was the true method of 
dealing with the question. 

Mr. Piigli ar- iu)<l in favor of the bill. 
He held that the j)ropoBed hgislation 
(as the supreme court had de<'i«i«Hl) was 
coMsiinii h.tial, Toliismi'il the opposi- 
tion t'lihi' bill was utierly indefcn.'.ible. 
The <leleat of the bill wiaild leave the 
stateN in a most an ions iiredicament. 
He Ulieved that the states had the 
power (without any legislation by coii- 
gressi io ,-,,nir..l the salo and u.-e uf iu- 
toxi. ai.t-^ wiiiiiu their linuts.

.Mr. ( all impressed his entire sym- 
I»;iiliv wiih tin idea that the states had 
hIisi jijie I (introl of the iiue.-tioii of the 
trattic in inioxicutiug liipiuis, and wiia 
williii;.' to vii!e fur almost any bill which 
Would att.iin that end. 

The huutiti fortitic ition bill was re- 
portedfrom the api-idpriation laiuimit- 
tee witl) amendments, and was ordered 
to be Uid on the table and printed. 

A conference report on the bill for a 
public budding at CMar liaplds, Iowa, 
was presented and agreed to.

Uquors in prohibition states was resnmed 
and Mr. Coll coucluded his argoment. 
iMr. Pierce spoke in support of the

Mr. Blair arguml in support of the

The ISuperiutendeDt of tbe Censua has 
addressed tbe following circular to Super- 
visors : 

"You will please instruct Enumerators 
in cases where persons refuse to aiiHwer 
tbe questions on tbe population schedule 
relati'nK to physical and mental disabil- 
iticH or till' ijtU'stionB relalinij to farms, 
home and mortgages to enter in the 
proper column the words 'refused to 
answer.' No furttier stcjis will be neces- 
sary on the part of tbe Supervisor or 
Enumerator, and all legal proceedings 
will be instituted by the Wishington 
office throu|{h the Department of Jus- 
tice." 

Tbe Wasliington correspondent of tbe 
Enquirer says : " Tbe foolish threst made 

by a one-horfce census officer in New 
York made something like this necessary. 
Tbe intimation that legal proceedings 
will be instituted throuKb the Depart- 
ment of Justice is still in tbe nature of a 
threat, but it is not so wild as tbe New 
York man's. Nobody is going to get 
hurt, thout{h, for not anuAering illegal 
questions."

■ cratio surplus of $140,000,000 and a Re- 
puKHc.iii .lci;<';i ul $97,000,000 doeK not 
adequately measure tbe iniquity of Ke- 
puliean legislation. The MoKinley bill 
may n dnce rcveoui'.s to some extent, but 
itmeaus a tremeiiduuH increase of taxa- 
tion covered uponlybyan increase in the 
prices of manufactured products. For- 
tunately the people are beginniug to uu- 
■tand that the tarill is a tax."
